~ ,“If.etter coal is not furnished the 

- Waterworks department by the company 
with which a contract has been m@géde, 
Atlanta may be visited by a disastrous 
firg.2Vhich the firemen will be unaWle to 
check because of a lack of water pres- 
sure.”’ e 

This statement was made by. Chief 
Engineer Collier to the water board at 
a meeting yesterday afternoon. 

The chief engineer said that the H. 
B. Bowling Conl Company; of* Coal 
Field, Ala., had been given the con- 
tract for coal on a sample which showed 
up 88,000,000 foot-pound duty, and the 
coal now. deing furnished only gives 
about 65,000,000 -foot-pound duty. 

“With the coal furnished the depart- 
ment.’ said the chief engineer. it is 
impossible for me to give more than 65 
steam pressure and !06-water pressure. 
We recently had four fireg at about the 
same time, and I had to notify the fire 
chief that I could not give him fire 
pressirre. If. the fires had been serious, 
there ts. no telling what the result 
might have been. The coal furnished 
is. full of slate and some kind of sub- 
Stance that melts and runs into the 
boiler grates s0 as to practically clog 
them up. I have oeen forced to use 
three boilers, when two ought to do the 
work with the right kind of coal.” 

Is a Very Serious Matter..

The secretary stated that the general 
mahagér had called the attention Of the 
H. B. Bowling Coal Company to the in- 
ferior grade of coal that was being fur-

not coming up to the test sample, and 
promised to remedy the matter. 

“T recently ordered the company to 
stop shipping coa! stated Sécretary 
Smith, “unt the board could take the 
matter up, as the coal was unfit for 
use.” 

The board adopted a resolution in- 
Structing the secretary to write at once 
to the coal company and notify its of- 
fieers that unless. better coal is fur- 
nished steps would be taken to collect 
from the bond that had been given, 

Want Electric Lighting Plant,

SHARP MESSAGE SENT 


TO CALIFORNIA SOLOKS 


Roosevelt Says ‘Misguided 
Men” Who Differ From Him 
‘Are Following Policy Which 
May Result in an Infinity of 
Harm. | 


Washington, (February 8—‘*The policy 
of the administration is to combine the 
maximum of efficiency tn achieving the 
real object which the people of the 
Pacific slope have at heart, with the 
minimum of frietion and trouble, while 
the misguided men who advocate such 
action as this against which I protest 
are following a policy which combines 


the maximum of insult and which, 
while totally falling to achieve any real 
result for good, yet might accomplish 
an infinity of harm.” 

In this language, President Roosevelt 
today, in a long telegram to Speaker 
P. A. Stanton, of the California assem- 
bly, set forth the government's view of 
the anti-Japanese school legislation now 
before that body. 

The president stated that the bill 
gives just and grave cause for irritation, 
and that the government would be 
obliged immediately to take action in the 
federal courts to test such legislation, 
because it is held to be clearly a vio- 
lation of the treaty obligations of the 
United States. The telegram to Speaker 
Stanton was sent only after a confer- 
ence with Senator Flint and Represen- 
tative Kahn, of California, and F. K. 
Lane, of the interstate commerce com- 
mission.

now carrying out a policy. which, while 
meeting the interests and desires of the 
Pacific slope, is yet compatible not 
merely with mutual self-respect, but 
with mutual esteem and admiration be- 
tween the Americans and Japanese. 

“The Japanese government is toyally 
and in good faith doing its part to 
carry out its part of this agreement, 
precisely as is this government do- 
ing. This policy aims at mutuality of 
Obligation and behavior. In accord- 
ance with it, the purpose is that the 
Japanese shall come here exactly as 
Americans go to Japan, which is, in 
effect, that travelers, students, persons 
engaging in International business, men 
who sojourn for pleasure or study, and 
the like, shall have the freest access 
from one country to the other, and 
Shall be sure of the best treatment, 
but that there shall be no settlement 
{in mass by the people of either country 
in the other. 


Japs Leaving Country. 


“During the last six months under this 
Policy, more Japamese have left the 
country than have come in, and the 
total number in the United States has 
diminished by over 2,000. Tihese figures 
are absolutely accurate and cannot be 
impeached. In other words, if the pres- 
ent policy is consistently followed, and 
works as well jn the future as it is now 
working, all difficulties and causes of 
frictian will disappear, while at the 
@ame time each nation will retain its 
self-respect and the good will of the 
other. But such a (bill as this school bus) 
accomplishes jiterally nothing whi&tever 
in the tine of the object aimed at, and 
gives iust and grave cause for irritation, 
while, in addition, the United States 
government would ‘be obliged immediate- 
ly to take action in the federal courts 
to test such legislation, as we hold it 
to be clearly a violation of the treaty. 

“On this point 1 refer you to the nu- 


merous decisions of the United States 


supreme count in regard to state laws 
which violate treaty obligations of the 
United States. The legisletion would 
accomplish nothing beneficial and would 
certainly cause some mischief and mignt 
cause some very grave mischief. 

“In short, the policy of the administra- 
tion is to combine the maximum of ef- 
ficiency in achieving the real object 
which the people of the Pacific slope 
have at heart with the minimum oT 
friction and trouble, while the misguided 
men who advocate such action as this 
against which I protest, are following 
a licy which comidines the very mini- 
mum of efficiency with the maximum of 
insult and which, while totally failing 
to achieve any real result for good, yet 
might cause an infinity of harm.

Some Old-Time Volumes Crum- 


to Be Destroyed by Vigorous : 
Fumigation. 


Thousands of valuable books stored 
in the basement of the state é¢apiio' 
were discovered yesterday to he  in- 
fected with the genuine book worm-- 
the Sitodrepa panicea, as it is tech- 
Bically, known—-and many of these 
books haye been partially or wholly de- 
Stroyed by its ravages. 

Just how many of the volumes have 
been damaged and destroyed, it will be 
impossible to te until a minute in- 
spection has been made, but the de- 
structive insect has been found in the 
books on many.of the shelves in the 
three basement rooms where these books 
are stored, 

There are kept in the basement al!- 
together some 40,000 to 50,000 volumes, 
including supreme court reports of al- 
most every issue, some of them reprinis 
of eariy reports dating back to the 
organization of the court: state laws 
of many legislatures, house and senate 
jourhals and records of all sorts, many 
of which have been In the possession 
of the state for half a century. 

A workman, in picking up some 
these books, found tney crumbled to 
pieces in his hands. Others were ex- 
amined, and it was found that 
were in al! 
and old books alike. One or two voi- 
uumes of the fourth Georgfh report, a 
reprint, recentiy sent/ out orders, 
were returned to the ‘state library be- 
Cause part the leatber backs had 
been eaten away. Thts was not noticed 
when they were sent out.

AT ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


Story of Attempt to Kill Him 
Before He Was Inaugu- 
rated President. 


Springfield, Ohio, February 8.—That 
an attempt was made upon President 
Limcoln’s life in Baltimore, as he was 
on his way to Washington to take of- 
fice, is told by Mrs. Coggeshall, widow 
of the Springfield man who saved the 
president from death. 

All these years the story has re- 
mained a secret with Mrs. Coggeshall, 
to whom it wastold by her husband in 
secrecy. Lincoln told no one of it, 
neither in his family nor in his cabi- 
net. It comes to light now merely be- 
cause Mrs. Coggeshall believes its tell. 
ing’ can do no harm and that it may be 
an interesting addition to the Lincoin 
literature of the month. 

Her story is that a bomb was hurled 
gnto the coach occupied by Lincoln as 
it was standing in the station in Bal- 
timore, and that her husband first 
shoved Lincoln through the door of 
the car and then hurled the bomb 
through a window of the coach away 
from the crowd. 

Coggeshall, who was one of the war 
president’s close friends, accompanied 
him from Columbus, Ohio, to Wash- 
ington. He was later sent by Lincoln 
as minister to Ecuador, where he died 
of yéllow fever.

“To the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives: 

“Your attention is invited to recent 
events, which have conclusively demon. 
strated the great value of radio-tele- 
graphy, popularly known as. “wireless 
telegraphy, as an instrumentality for 
the preservation of life at sea. . 

“While the honor of the first practi- 
cal application of the scientific princl- 
ples -involved may belong to another 
country, it is gratifying to know that 
our inventors have been quick to seize 
upon and develop the idea and that 
several systems of improved scientific 
merit and ;commercial practicability 
have been put into operation in the 
United States. 

“Furthermore, through the liberality 
of congress and the intelligence and in- 
dustry of the navy department, our At- 
lantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts are 
equipped with a chain of shore Sla- 
tions, designed primariiy for the na- 
tional defense, but capable of receiv- 
ing and transmitting messages by any 
of the systems of wireless telegrapky 
now in general use. Even our distant 
insular territories and Alaska are s0 
equipped. 

“So far as our own country is con- 
cerned, steps have thus been taken ef- 
fectually to prevent the establishment 
of a monopoly in the practical uSe of 
the new applied art. 


He Deems It Highly Desirable. 


“I deem it highly desirable that the 
congress before adjournment should 
enact a law, requiring, within reason- 
able limitations, as determined by 
what the government of the

It used to Ke that it was considered not unreasonable to require the rail- 
roads to be fairly prompt in delivering mail at the stations upon their lines and 
to their various connections. 

Indeéd, it is not so very long ago that when they were unreasonably late 

and missed important connections without good excuse, they were fined by the 
government. 
_ But, of course, oppression like that for a little thing such as violating a 
contract with the government and inconveniencing afew thousand people, 
was not long to be tolerated, so congress eliminated the outrageous pro 
vision altogether while the people’s representatives were asleep. 

We are led to make these observations as the result of a somewhat caustic

it in eleven others only because the Georgia and Florida train waited for it 
often more than half an hour. 

This correspondent dogs not appear to realize what a deep and terrible 
injustice it would be to — the Southern to make this connection with 
reasonable regularity. , 

It is true that there are, perhaps, some 40,000 to 60,000 persons in the 
territory affected, largely an agricultural population, who depend upon rurat 
free delivery, and who get their mai) about half the time some twenty-four 
hours late 

Is it any wonder that congress hesitates to commit the frightful injus- 
tice of holding the mail-carrying contractor up to something like specific 
performance? 

What matters it that such delays are inexctiisable, that ninety-nine times 
out of one hundred neither accident nor Providence plays any part in them? 

And so congress stands appalled at the suggestion that payment be re 
fused where mail contracts are ruthlessly broken, the delays go on accumu- 
lating and the people wait in submissive yet hopeful silence fof the improve- 
ment that never comes. 

Time is ng longer an element in mail service, nor does there appear te 
be any disposition to make it so. 

Why not just give all thé railroads twenty-four hours eee advertised 
schedules in which to make deliveries of mail? 

We might then hope for a more frequent performance of amended contract 
promise.

The request, hedged, of course, with proper conditions, should be granted 


speedily. 


Water power converted into electricity is the cheapest, most conveniently- 
handled and adaptable force of commerce. Its cost is much less than that of 
steam, its power is directed more uniformly and steadily, it minimizes danger 
from fire and it decreases the smoke nuisance. 

Latent water power almost beyond computation is now «0ing to waste in 
Georgia. Probably the north part of the state contains greater possibilities 
in this direction than any territory of similar proportions east of the Rockies. 
The systematic development of this power would light the homes and business 
houses and drive the factory wheels not alone of Atlanta today, but of a 
century hence.

TYPICAL PRACTICAL CHARITY. 


A typical opportunity for the kind of charity The Constitution has been 
preaching, the variety that relieves first and then builds up its object to the 
point where no relief is needed, is presented in the case of the family of the 
murdered Policeman DeBray, now doubly affected in the recent death of that 
officer’s widow. The details have already been outlined in The Constitution. 

Une of the most tragic and thrilling chapters in the police history of 
Atlanta was the murder of Policeman DeBray while in the gallant discharge 
of his duty. The case, and the déstitute plight in which his death left a 
family of four children and a wife about to become a mother, drew the 
instant and generous sympathy of the community. The municipality, as was 
only proper, responded with an appropriation of $1,000 to the bereaved family. 

This sum was sensibly invested in a neat little home in West End. In 
plain English, the wife and mother hastened her death by heroic efforts to 
maintain her family in this little home. When death singled her out to 
follow her husband, the premises had become dilapidated and in need of 
repair through the exigencies of her brave and arduous struggle, which had 
left her no energies to maintain the place properly. 

The sum of three to four hundred dollars will effect such repairs as will 
insure that the house will return a fixed, modest monthly income. 

The Associated Charities investigated the case, both during the mother’s 
lifetime and after her death. Three of the children are to be placed in eleemosy- 
nary institutions. The fourth, a boy, will be sent to an eastern industrial 
school. The fifth, a girl, is afflicted with an incurable but non-contagious 
disease, and will be cared for at a small monthly board. 

The income trom the repaired house will amply cover the expenses of the 
two latter members of this disorganized little family, and prevent them from 
becoming charges upon the community. 

Hundreds of people in Atlanta should consider this a privilege to be 
eagerly seized. ‘Tho father of the family fell-by the hands of a criminal, 
while striving to fulfill his duty to the city. His widow left their ehildren 
destitute through no fault or failing of her own, but simply because of the hard 
and hopeless nature of her battle with life. 

That civic gratitude and broad humanitarianism which The Constitution 
has &o often seen exemplified in Atlanta has here an impelling call for its 


activity.

Irrespective of partisan considera- 
tion and whether or not actuated by 
the noble purpose of putting Mr, Taft

Railroad Seeks to Prevent Col- 
lection of Tax on $388,900 
Atlanta and West Point De- 


bentures. 


Seeking to prevent Comptroller Gep- 
eral Wright from assessing, levying, or 
collecting a tax for the state of Geor- 
gia, the city of Augusta, or the county 
of Richmond, on $388,900 of Atlanta 
and West Point debentures, the Louis- 
ville. and Nashville railroad, owners of 
these certificates, secured an.injunction 
through Judge Newman, of the United 
Sates court, yesterday, against the 
Georgia official. 

The papers, presented by J. B. and 
Bryan Cumming and J. R. Lamar, at- 
torneys, recited in detail how the Louls- 
Ville and Nashville became the owners 
of the debenture bonds, and assert that 
these debentures have never heen in 
Georgia since they came into the pos- 
session of the Louisville and Nasbville. 

Going back to i881. when the late 
William M. Wadley, builder and man- 
ager of the Central railway, leased the 
Georgia road for a period of ninety- 
nine -years, it is shown that President 
Wadley got with that lease 4,409 shares 
In the Atlanta and West Point road, 
which was then the property of the 
Georgia. Then it is related that the 
Louisville and Nashville acquired the 
Wadley lease and with it the Atlanta 
and West Point stock, Sut that stock 
was not handed over by the Georgia 
road until the Louisville and Nashville 
had established its right to it. It was 
in 1881, the papers say, when the At- 
lanta and West Point declared a divi- 
dend of 100 per cent onSthe 4,409 shares 
held before the lease by the Georgia, 
and it was to the Georgia a certificate 
of indebtedmess for $440,900 was is- 
sued. Subsequently $52.000 of the de- 
bentures were sold, leaving $388,900 as 
the amount finally surrendered to the 
Louisville and Nashville, taxes having 
Said to the state of Kentucky on 
that holding... ~ ;

Frank Hiller Winds Up With| 


Only 10 Cents Left of 
Fortune. 


New York, February 8.—Although he 
had only ten cents in cash in his 
pockets, a boy’of !9 years, who said 
that he was Frank K. Hiller, of Little 
Rock, Ark., said that he had spent 
$13,000 within three months.

LONG ROUTE RECORD 
MADE BY MAURETANIA 


Passage Was Made in 4 Days, 
20 Hours and 27 Min- 
utes. 


Queenstown, February 8.—The Cunard 
line steamer Mauretania passed Daunt’s 
Rock lightship at 5:10 p. m., today, thus 
establishing a record for the long route, 
The liner covered the distance, 2,934 
miles, at an average speed of 25.20 
Knots. The passage was made in four 
days, 20 hours and 27 minutes. A tender 
met the Mauretania at Roches Point, 
but the heavy sea prevented her going 
alongside. Consequently the Liverpool 
pilot had to be put on board by a whale- 
boat. The Mauretania then proceeded, 
taking on with her to Liverpool the 
mails and fifty passengers, who desired 
to disembark at Queenstown. 

The Mauretania tas beaten every 
record going east, average speed, the 
highest day’s run, and the records for 
the long and short routes from New 
York to Queenstown. This improve- 
ment is due, undoubtedly, to new  pro- 
pellers. 

The best previous record from New 
York to Queenstown over the long 
course was five days and five minutes, 
made by the Mauretania, March !2, 
1908. 


BATTLESHIPS COSTLY. 


| $109,856 Required to Keep 


One in Repair for Year. 


Washington, February 8.—Responding 
to a resolution introduced by Senator 


Clay, a report was sent to the senate 


today by Secretary of the Navy New- 
berry, saying that it cost $109,856 to 
keep a first-class, battleship in repair 
and g00d condition for one year. This 
figuring does not include extraordinary 
repairs, incident to taking a ship out of 
commission, remodeling or reconstruet- 
ing it. The cost of coal used on bat- 
tleships for the fiscal year i908 was 


$3,161,902, and this amount was in- 
creased by transportation and storage 
; charges to $5,544,945. The coal was 
\ bought at from $2.60 to $6.75 per ton, 
the variation being due to the state 
of the market, the number of tons per 
contract and the distance of delivery.
